Gather round folks, and I will de- 
scribe the design of the new stamps, 
by the book. The man shown on the 
stamp is playing Hurling, Ireland’s 
national game down the centuries. 

Hurling seems to have been the 
game of the Celt, throughout all the 
wanderings of that regal, reckless 
race. Long before the coming of 
Christ, they swept like a flame over 
Europe. “They conquered,” history 
states “but they could not, or would 
not, keep what they conquered.” 

Today the descendants of these 
early Irish globe-trotters, in Scotland, 
in Brittany (France), and even in re- 
mote and wild mountainy places in 
Eastern Europe still play hurling, 
though under other names. 

Here in Ireland the national game 
has never been stronger than it is to- 
day. Hurling is played with ash hur- 
leys (or to give them the real Gaelic 
name “Camans”), and the player on 
the stamp is shown with his hurley 
raised over his head ready to inter- 
cept the leather ball (or “slitter’”’) as 
it travels at great speed towards his 
goal. (“Will he stop it”? To be 
continued on our next stamp!) 

It would be impossible to describe 
the game of hurling in a short article, 
but I assure you for speed, skill, 
thrills, and real excitement, it is one 
of the world’s finest games. 

Hurleys have not always been used 
for hitting a ball however, and during 
the Anglo-Irish War, the British Gov- 
ernment made it an illegal act for any 
Irish person to own a hurley. 

Believe it or not, hurleys became 
as popular as the Parks stamps over- 
night, and even people who never 
handled one before rushed to buy 
them, and they found the “big slabs” 
very useful weapons! That’s an idea 
Mr. Linn! 


Little America Covers 


In reply to previous inquiries in 
this paper, we can definitely state 
that a number of people have received 
covers from the first lot that were 
returned from Little America.

The shock of the sudden announce- 
ment of the imperforate pane of the 
lc Yosemite stamp to be issued as 
a souvenir of the “Trans-Mississippi 
Philatelic Exposition and Convention” 
at Omaha during the week of Octo- 
ber 8-15, probably was not so great 
as it would have been a few months 
ago. The philatelic world, and the 
cover collector in particular, seems to 
be getting immune to these sudden 
announcements. Notices of last-min- 
ute color changes, denominations of 
stamps and other changes have be- 
come so numerous lately that this sur- 
prise issue was received more or less 
placidly, except for the speculative 
thoughts as to whether two such 
panes may mean that the whole Parks 
set is to be issued that way. 

Needless to say, the dealers in first 
day covers were heavy patronizers of 
the airmail and the telegraph wires. 
But Omaha collectors have given ev- 
ery evidence of willing assistance to 
the puzzled, and it is reasonable to 
believe that the Convention and first 
day sale at Omaha will be of great 
interest and benefit to philately. 

Hard on the heels of the Omaha 
announcement, comes the official no- 
tice of another new stamp. This one 
is for the Connecticut Tercentenary 
next year. No need to rush for cov- 
ers for that, however, with a year to 
get covers ready. One stamp with 
a week’s notice, the next with a year 
for preparation. As scheduled, the 
stamp is expected to be of three-cent 
denomination, but anything may hap- 
pen between now and the date of 
issue, even the postal rates might 
change, then the denomination would 
likely be changed as well. Do not 
be hasty in ordering your covers.

As expected the color of the Smoky 
Mountain stamp was changed, the re- 
sult was a fine slate grey which 
is much more suitable for the scene 
depicted than the yellow first an- 
nounced. 

To keep the record of plate num- 
bers going, the 7-cent stamp plates 
were from 21333 to 21336. The 10- 
cent numbers do not run consecutively, 
they are 21337,-39,-40,-42. Plate for 
the Yosemite imperforate for the 
Omaha exhibition is numbered 21341. 
This is the only number yet assigned 
to the little pane, and probably is the 
only one. 

The initial printing order for the 
Yosemite imperforate, Trans-Missis- 
sippi issue, calls for 300,000 of the 
small sheets of stamps. 

Precanceled postage dues and pre- 
canceled stamps of the National Parks 
issue may be a thing of the past. A 
recent order from the office of the 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
instructs postmasters that under NO 
circumstances are they to precancel 
postage due stamps. Such stamps 
should be affixed to the mail subject 
to postage due, and canceled in the 
manner prescribed by section 765 of 
the Postal Laws and Regulations. 
However, when a considerable number 
of pieces of mail postage due, are re- 
ceived by one party, the postage due 
stamps for all the pieces may be 
affixed to one of the parcels, or may 
be attached to a separate piece of 
paper and canceled in the usual man- 
ner. Under this procedure, postage due 
stamps of the higher denominations 
can be used. 

In regard to the National Parks 
stamps, postmasters are advised, in 
this same notice, that it is not deemed 
desirable to precancel postage stamps 
of this issue, and therefore such 
stamps should not be precanceled. The 
date of this order was September 25, 
much too late to prevent some pre- 
canceled Parks stamps from being cir- 
culated. Will these precanceled Parks 
rate higher than the Bi-Centennials? 
This order was issued in time to pre- 
vent precanceling of the 4c, 7c and 10c

He wishes us to ~ tg 
gest logical issues of recent and near- 
recent vintage to purchase. 

Our answer to this remains the 
same. Collect stamps for pleasure — 
not profit. If you have more money 
than you know what to do with, and 
your collection is complete, buy sea- 
soned issues which have already shown 
a definite rising tendency. But hesi- 
tate even before doing this unless you 
are fairly sure you will not need the 
money for 10 or 15 years. 

Our opinion of the Parks issue is 
also requested. We think they are 
beautiful stamps. We also think col- 
lectors will read this and then go 
out and stock up on them in spite of 
anything we say so dealers will be 
buying them back at face or under 
for a long time. As for the imper- 
forates — don’t ask; this goes through 
the mails. 


But here is a hunch: If collectors 
made a point of using nothing but 
these imperforates on their mail it 
might discourage further issues be-

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The Washington-Frarklin 
Issues of 1908 to 1921 


By Reid D. Macafee 


The Washington- Franklin Issue 
that came out originally in 1908 had 
twelve denominations, Franklin ap- 
pearing on the one-cent stamp and 
Washington on the other’ eleven 
stamps. 

In 1912 the one-cent and two-cent 
stamps were changed slightly by the 
use of figures of value, “1 cent’ and 
“2 cents”, instead of the words “One 
Cent” and “Two Cents”, the numerals 
appearing in each of the lower corners 
as they did on all the other values. 
Washington also took the place of 
Franklin on the one-cent stamp, and 
a seven-cent stamp was added, so that 
Washington appeared on all thirteen 
denominations from 1912 to 1914. 

In 1914 the same designs were used 
for the values up to and including 
the seven-cent stamp and a similar 
design for the higher values; nine- 
cent, eleven-cent, twelve-cent, twenty- 
cent and thirty-cent denominations 
were added; and Franklin again took 
a place, his features appearing on the 
eight-cent and all higher denomina- 
tions, Washington only appearing on 
the lower seven values. There were 
no thirteen-cent nor one-dollar de- 
nominations in this issue. 

In 1916 the thirty-cent was dropped 
and the one-dollar added, so Franklin 
was still on nine denominations as he 
was in 1914. In 1917 a thirteen- 
cent was added and the thirty-cent 
was reincluded so Franklin gained two, 
and in 1918 Franklin gained two more 
by the additions of a two-dollar and 
a five-dollar stamp, so he then ap- 
peared on thirteen denominations in 
current use, and Washington was still 
on seven, but those seven being the 
lower denominations, Washington was 
seen much more often than Franklin. 

An entirely new set of designs came 
out in 1922, so for the period of four- 
teen years from 1908 to 1921 inclusive 
there were twenty-eight different 
stamps, that is different by face, de- 
sign or denomination, in the regular 
postage. There were also eleven com- 
memoratives in six issues during this 


same period of fourteen years. 


During this same period the paper 
used was changed from paper with an 
open letter, or double line letter, wat- 
ermark to a paper with a single letter 
watermark, and then to paper with no 
watermark; the “Bluish Experimental 
Paper” was tried; the perforations 
were changed from twelve gauge all 
around to ten all around, and then to 
eleven; imperforates were made in 
the five lower denominations for pri- 
vate vending and stamping machines; 
coil stamps were made in twelve 
gauge, eight and a half, and ten perf- 
orations both coiled vertically and 
coiled horizontally; waste coil sheets 
were perforated one way with the 
perforations then in use making the 
eleven by ten, ten by eleven, twelve 
by ten and ten by twelve freaks; one 





stamp was tried with a twelve and a 
half gauge perforation; rotary print- 
ing was adopted for some of the 
stamps and offset printing was tried 
and discarded. 


So without considering the varia- 
tions in shade of color, the conspicu- 
ous error in color of the five-cent 
carmine, nor the various minor types 
of the two-cent and three-cent denomi- 
nations, there were a total of one hun- 
dred and seventy-six different stamps 
made from twenty-eight different de- 
signs; or taking into account all the 
recognized variations there were a to- 
tal of four hundred and fourteen dif- 
ferent stamps. 


This issue bothers many by the dif- 





ferences in watermark, which is the 
hardest difference to check. If the 
perforations are checked first, sixty- 
one of the main types can be definitely 
located by the perforations alone. Ten 
can be located by the “Bluish Experi- 
mental Paper’, and after checking the 
perforations, five can be located by the 
kind of printing, thirty more by 
whether they have a watermark with- 
out regard to which watermark it may 
be. Only thirty-two stamps of this 
series can have either one of two 
watermarks, the remaining forty- 
three can only be located by checking 
both watermarks and printing, so even 
with this number to check, the task 
is considerably lessened by checking 
the perforations first.

Thanksgiving Cachet. 

Now that most everybody who 
planned anything for Columbus Day, 
Navy Day and Armistice Day have 
their announcements out, attention is 
being turned to the national festal oc- 
easion of Thanksgiving Day, which 
this year falls on Nov. 29. So far, 
here are three cachets and covers are 
requested to be sent early. Covers 
to Russell Sheets, 1020 Hilo Lane, Co- 
lumbus, O., for cachet to be mailed 
from aboard the USS Quail which will 
be at Pearl Harbor, T. H. Closing date 
is Nov. 12. Covers to Harry E. Whit- 
latch, 1233 Wilson Ave., Columbus, O., 
for cachet from a popular ship to 
LNCC members. Closing date, Nov. 
15. Covers to Margaret Gilliland 1223 
Oak St., Columbus, O., for cachet on 
a well liked ship and on this event 
Miss Gilliland will forward covers she 
received too late for her Columbus 
Day cachet. Closing date, Nov. 15. 
Hulbert is Gone. 

The USS Hulbert was decommis- 
sioned at the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
on Oct. 17, and the mail clerk, with 
thousands of covers on hand, did a 
fine job with his cancellations and 
handling of same. It had been ex- 
pected the fine old vessel would not 
go out until Nov. 1, and for that 
reason a Navy Day cachet had been 
arranged. However, inasmuch as there 
is to be no Navy Day on the Hulbert 
all covers for this occasion were sent 
out with the Columbus Day cancella- 
tion, naming, as the mail clerk laugh- 
ingly remarks, the three scows in 
which Columbus sailed for America. 


Answering Inquiries. 


_I repeat this oft-published informa- 
tion in response to numerous inquiries 
from newcomers to our hobby: Pos- 
tage on covers mailed from US ships 
in foreign waters is exactly the same 
as though they were anchored at any 
port in this country—3 cents for first 
class mail, and so on. Also, only U.S. 
stamps may be used as all ships are 
branches of the New York postoffice 
and mail, rates and laws applying to 
their handling of mail are exactly the 


handled or sent from the New York 
City office. Now, don’t some of you 
hurriedly write me of possessing co- 
vers with foreign stamps cancelled on 
some ship; I know you have, but that 
is only because some accomodating 
mail clerk wanted to please you and 
sort of busted the regulations in both 
ears and eyes by so doing. 


Fleet Return Cachet. 

When the fleet returns to the Pacific 
Coast, about Nov. 23, next, a beautiful 
cachet will be applied to covers sent to 
Mrs. Sarah Litton, Box 1235, San 
Pedro, Calif. This cachet will sup- 
plant one that had been contemplated 
for Navy Day.

Fred A. Hawkins of Newark, Ohio, very 
kindly presented us with a block of the le 


National Parks Issue, showing the recut cloud, 
on the portion just below the upper border 
and a trifle to the left of the center. It is 
visible to the naked eye and a glass shows that 
portions of the first four horizontal lines just 
below the border, have been re-cut and in ad- 
dition, there are eight diagonal scratches 
across the part recut. This variety occurs on 
the eighth stamp of the lower left pane of 
plate #21248. 


Mr. B. G. Zimpfer, 1553 Moler Road, Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, reports a variety on the 6e 
National Parks and wants to know if it is 


a constant variety. The variety occurs on the 
stamp just below the plate number, on one of 
the upper panes, but which pane, he was not 
able to tell us. The variety consists of a 
broken “T”’ in “POSTAGE” and a break in 
the border line directly above. Any reader 
finding similar stamps of this variety and in 
this position may communicate directly with 
Mr. Zimpfer. 

AUSTRALIA—In our issue of Sept. &th, we 
reported thru Mr. R. Roberts, the issuance 
of a 2 Pound value. We note in the latest 
Philatelic Magazine that they report, from the 
same source, the stamp in question to be a 
ONE POUND value.
